The marshal of South Carolina reports 
that 79 deputies were distnbnted %o 17 
precincts in the city of Charleston and 
important precincts throughout the 
state.

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The report, as we “remember, « did 
not pay @ high tribute to the 
management of the asylum, but at the 
hpame time the fact was fully recognized 
‘that with the buildings ‘crowded ‘to 
theif utmost capacity and @ Jeoneinent 
filled with amateur economists stand- 
ing in the way of charity and humani- 
ty, fidelity itself would fail and experi- 
‘ence stand evnfused. 

If the condition of the asylum was 
bad two years ago it is worse now, and 
we say this with no ‘tention 
of “reflécting, “even in ‘the slight- 
est degree upon the manage- 
ment of Sdpéerintendent Green and 
his agsiatants, Weare convinced that 
they have performed their whole duty ; 
but Tae a score of so-called economists 
stand{ié as a barrier between the state 
and her noblest charity, what could 
they do? They could not ‘possibly 
make provision for the four hundred 
and’ odd unfortunates now ecattered 
around through Georgia, many of them 
languishing in the county jails, nor 
can they, with the inadequate facilities 
at their command, properly provide 
for the excessively large number that 
now occupy the asylum. 

It is a pleasure, therefore, to be able 
to state that the legislature ie moving 
in the matter. The house has passed 
a bill which has for its object the re. 
vision of the management of the insti- 
tution, and the inauguration of just 
and.long-needed reforms in its govern- 
ment. Nor is the senate blind to the 
necessities of those whom it is the duty 
of the state to support and protect. 
That body has passed an act requiring 
tax-receivers, the comptroller general 
co-operating, to take a special census 
of the irsane persons in the state who 
arenow unprovided for. These meas- 
ures, it is thought, will pass both 
branches of the general assembly. 

The discussion of the bilis was the 
means of bringing out many new and 
interesting facta. In 1860, the entire 
population of the United States was 
$1,443,321, and the number of insane 
23,996, a proportion of ones to every 
1310. The census returns of 1870 
show an. increase of yopulation of 
twenty-two per cent., and an increase 
ofinsane of fifty-five per cent. At this 
rate, the éntire population last year Was 
42,115,896 and the number of insane 
44,148, or in the proportion of one to 
952. The proportion of insane to the 
different countries is about as follows: 
United States,one in 953; England,one 
403; France, one in 600; Scotland, one 
in 336; Ireland, one in 302. 

All this is interesting enough, but it 
is neither as interesting nor as impor. 
tant as the fact that through false 
economy aad the heartiess and cruel 
parsimony of recent legislation there 
are now in Georgia numbers of luna- 
tics left altogether unprovided for, and 
that many of them (invariably the 
worst, and therefore the most delicate 
cases) are now the inmates of gloomy 
cells in the county jails. We are 
well, aware that parsimony and 
the thirsting desire to become 
notorious as the champion of economy, 
however false the economy may be, 
are calculated to strip a legislator of 
the last vestige of conscience, but we 
would faim hope that this sort of thing 
has not so firmly taken hold of the 
‘present general assembly as to prevent 
‘the Members thereof from making an 
appropriation for the enlargement of 
the asylum in order that these unfor- 
tunate beings may be subjected to the 
humane treatment of experts. 

A ‘fair estimate of the number 
of those who are unable 
to find accommodation in the asylum, 
and who are. therefore. without treat- 
ment, may be based on the following 
fteports'made by ‘the ordinarigs and 
county’ boards of sixteen counties, 
merely premising that in some in- 
slances it 1s khown that these reports 
fail short of the actual number...

.- The election. could not. therefore be 
+ held until November, and. we would be 
compelled to eridure the rale of Mor- 
ton or some one Of his clique for nearly 
a year.

A New Discovery in Medicine and a 
Rew Tre flic 


General Pleasonton’s book on the re- 
markable medicinal malities of sun- 
light thrown through blue glass has 
been widely read since its pnblication, 
and has resulted in many experiments 
with no little success.
